ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  for  the  Year  1959. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

The  month  of  September  once  again  saw  us  at  war  with  Germany. 
This  caused  a  general  upheaval  in  hhe  economic  state  of  the  Country. 
Children  were  evacuated  into  "Safe  Areas’*  from  the  towns  -  air  raid  j 
shelters  were  built  for  the  protection  against  air  raids  and  other  units 
formed  to  deal  with  Fire,  Decontamination  and  First  Aid.  The  Longdeadale 
Valley  was  considered  a  **Safe  Area”  so  consequently  it  was  scheduled  as 
an  area  where  children  could  be  evacuated.  We  were  supposed  to  take 
between  1000  and  1100.  On  the  1st  and  2nd  September,  women  and  children 
were  evacuated  from  the  district  of  Openshaw,  Manchester  to  the  number 
i  of  387.  The  children  attended  the  Wheeler  St.  Council  School.  With  the 
scholars  there  were  17  teachers  who  took  charge  of  the  children.  The 
children  on  arrival  at  Broadbottom  Station  were  assembled  at  the  schools 
in  Broadbottom.  Mr.  Wilson,  Clerk  to  the  Council  and  Chief  Billeting 
Officer,  together  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  and  Medical  officer 
of  Health,  received  the  children.  After  all  the  names  and  addresses  were 
checked,  they  were  given  rations  for  48  hours,  and  then  sent  to  their 
various  districts. 

Needless  to  say,  with  such  a  number  of  children,  there  were  some 
with  verminous  heads  and  bodies,  others  with  Impetigo.  These  were 
treated  by  the  Welfare  Nurse  and  were  soon  free  from  their  troubles. 
Naturally  there  were  a  number  of  misfits  as  one  would  expect.  Children 
were  homesick  and  mothers  did  not  like  being  in  other  peoples  houses  and 
complying  with  their  rules.  These  returned  home. 

After  a  few  months,  things  settled  down,  and  the  children 
enjoyed  being  in  the  country  and  looked  much  better  for  their  sojourn  in 
this  healthy  district.

of  E,  School.  All  had  positive  swabs  and  were  sent  to  the  Hyde 
Hospital.  Two  carriers  were  detected.  The  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  closed  the  school  until  April  6th. 

Three  more  causes  in  children  wore  reported  during  the  June 
quarter  -  all  were  in  the  same  class  at  the  Hollingworth  Council 
School.  Anti-toxen  was  administered  to  all  cases,  same  being 
supplied  by  the  Council,  and  the  families  isolated.
